Sev- 
eral of the whales were shot by men in 
a boat, but the majority of them were 
stranded high and dry alive. 

A regrettable seene then occurred, 
An vnrestrained, wieked butchery of 
the whales by boys began, They used 
their poecket-knives so freely that the 
area covered by the mammals became 
a shambles. This unrestricted stabbing 
and eutling was eventually cheeked by 
intervention of the authorities, Those 
whales which had been brutally cut 
were put out of their inisery with re- 
yolvers, under the direction of the of- 
fleer commanding the coastguard divi- 
Lieutenant Ghambers. With the 
high water most of the whales gol off 
to sea. The casualty list totalled about 
twenty-five. 

A few of the living whales apparent- 
ly lost all sense of direction and re- 
mained about the water en the fore- 
shore sands so languidly that they were 
again left high and dry. ‘

Winnipeg Furnishes 
An Interesting Example 


After fighting off public ownership for a quarter of a century, 
and at last driven to the place where the city is practically compelled 
in defence of the citizens to buy the street railway enterprise, Win- 
nipeg is now negotiating with the Mackenzie & Mann interests for 
the purchase of that utility. 

In the negotiations, so far as they have proceeded, there is one 
intensely interesting feature, from a municipal point of view. It is 
the fact that the price fixed by MacKenzie & Mann, is based not ona 
physical asseting of the plant, but upon the dividend earning 
capacity, the company claiming that the street railway can be made 
to pay 7 per cent on $15,000,000, and that $15,000,000 should there- 


fore be a fair price: Besides this there is a bonded indebtedness of 


$6,000,000, which the city would have to assume. 
Just a second’s contemplation of this circumstance wil] make 
clear to any thinking person what it costs a city to give a franchise 


away. 


way franchise it did so without cost. The company’s only invest- 
ment was in plant, cars, rails, wire, generators, etc. 

When the company comes to sell, however, it makes no mention 

of the amount invested in plant, but frames its price on the amount 
of dividend which that plant can be made to earn upon its stock, 
under the franchise which the city gave away. 
‘~ ‘Although the company may not have outlaid five million in pur- 
chase of plant, the fact that it holds the franchise makes it possible 
for it to make this outlay of five million earn dividends on fifteen. 
Therefore, says the company, the public should be made to pay a 
purchase price which may be one third physical assets and two- 
thirds franchise. 

In other words, the city having given the franchise away, must 
now pay its value, capitalized on a basis of 7 per cent., to get it 
back. 

When the public gets a grasp of what that means it will under- 
stand what all this business about watered stock and melon cutting 
amounts to. And it will understand so well the cost of giving away 
a franchise that there will be no more franchises given away.
